Sawyer at 9;30 this morning .

hotel where the president is ill. 


Condition Is Acute 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—Pres­ 
ident Harding spent a fairly comfort­ 
able night, according to a bulletin 
issued at l l a. rn., today by Brigadier 
General Charles E. Sawyer, his per­ 
sonal physician. 
His condition is acute and he has 
temporarily overstrained his cardio­ 
vascular system by carrying on his 
speaking engagements while ill,” the 
bulletin said. 
General Sawyer’s statement issued 
after consultation in which two San 
Francisco 
physicians 
participated, 
said it would be necessary for the 
president to have complete rest "dur­ 
ing the period of his acute 
symp 
toms.”

president at 9 o’clock

temperature of 101; 
pulse 118, and 
respiration 33. 
When the physicians had. been in 
consultation for an hour, word leak­ 
ed out from the president's room

porary nature,” most likely to pass 
away under treatment and rest. No 
official statement, however, was yet 
forthcoming at 10:45 o’clock.

The trap of the gal­ 
lows was sprung at 11:02 a. rn. and 
Mitchell pronounced dead at 11:24. 


W a* Slayer of Many 
WACO, Texas, July 30.—Execution 
of Roy Mitchell, negro, scheduled to 
be hanged in the county jail here 
to­ 
day will mark the closingchapter of a 
series of murders and other crimes 
declared by local 
officers to 
have 
been the most brutal in the history 
of McLennan county. 
He is to pay 
the death penalty for the slaying of 
Mrs. Ethel Denecamp on the night 
of January 19, 1923, and also is under 
death sentence in five other murder 
cases. 
In addition he is under in­ 
dictment on two 
murder 
charges, 
which were not tried, and had been 
indicted In three 
criminal 
assault 
cases upon white 
women, 
two 
at­ 
tempted criminal assault cases, and 
two assault to murder charges. 
All these crimes were committed 
within one 
year 
ending with the 
slaying of Mrs. Denecamp and W. E. 
Holt, her companion, on an automo­ 
bile ride last January. 
Confessions 
alleged to have been signed by Mit­ 
chell were introduced at his trials. 
He attempted to repudiate the con­ 
fessions from the witness stand and 
appealed to the state court of crim­ 
inal appeals for a new trial in the 
Denecamp case, but his appeal was 
overruled. Robbery and assault was 
given as 
the motive for 
all 
the 
crimes. 
Other murders for which Mitchell 
was convicted were: W. F. Driskell, 
Waco cotton man, on May 7, 1922; 
Harold Bolton, shot six miles from 
Waco on May 25, 1922; Grady Skip- 
worth, November 20, 1922, and Mrs. 
W .H. Barker, at Concord, near Waco 
on the night of February ll, 1922. 
A woman companion of 
Bolton’s 
identified Jesse Thomas, negro, 
as 
responsible 
for 
the 
young 
man’s 
death. 
Immediately 
after 
he was 
identified, he was shot dead, taken 
by a mob and burned In the Waco 
public square, and his charred body 
he daagged through the streets. 
Mystery surrounded all the crimes 
until January 29 last, "when Mitchell 
was arrested and after days of ques­ 
tioning and a four day hunger strike, 
he signed the confession, according 
to Sheriff Leslie Stegall.

SAN 
FRANCISCO, 
July 
SO.— 
President Harding today is a sick 
man. How serious is his illness, his 
physicians have not said beyond the 
statement issued late last night say­ 
ing that “new symptoms” had arisen 
during the day “indicating compli­ 
cations in the case of the president.” 
But it was regarded sufficiently ser­ 
ious last night to cause a cancella­ 
tion of the chief executive’s entire 
California program 
and to 
bring 
about a consultation into which two 
leading California physicians 
were 
called. 
Four physicians, participating in 
the 
consultation 
concluded 
their 
meeting early today without issuing 
any statement, although 
Brigadier 
General Charles E. Sawyer, personal 
physician to the president had pre­ 
viously announced that 
a bulletin 
would be made public. None of the 
four physicians would make a per­ 
sonal statement. 
The 
consultants 
were General Sawyer, Dr. Hubert 
Work, secretary of the interior de­ 
partment, and a former president of 
the American Medical Association; 
Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, president 
of Stanford University and the pres­ 
ent head of the American Medical 
Association, 
and 
Dr. 
Charles 
M. 
Cooper of Stanford University, 
a 
heart specialist. 
The calling in of Dr. Cooper to­ 
gether with other developments, in­ 
dicated that the effect of possible 
complications 
in 
the 
president’s 
heart action was 
being 
watched 
carefully. 
The decision to call off the Cali­ 
fornia program and to hold in abey­ 
ance arrangements 
for the return 
to the Atlantic Coast by way of the 
Panama Canal was reached shortly 
before l l o’clock at a conference in 
which 
Mrs. 
Harding, 
Secretary 
Work, General Sawyer and Secre­ 
tary Christian participated. 
Secre­ 
tary Christian soon after made the 
announcement of the 
change 
in 
plans, saying that the president had 
approved it because he “realizes the 
great inconvenience imposed on pub­ 
lic authorities, volunteer committees 
and the people in general by reason 
of uncertainty whether the program 
. in which he was to have participat­ 
ed, can be carried out.” 
An informal statement made 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
formal 
an* 
noucement of the cancellation con­ 
veyed 
the 
information that 
Mr. 
Harding would remain in San Fran­ 
cisco until he completely recovered. 
This was regarded by some acquaint 
ed with the executive's condition as 
likely to require ten days or two 
weeks. 
No plans for tho return trip 
to 
Washington, either by the planned 
water route through 
the 
Panama 
Canal and by way of Porto Rico, and 
the Virgin Islands, or by train 6ver- 
land, will be made until the presi- 
4 dent recovers, it was emphasized. 
Some members of the presidential 
party today expressed 
the 
belief 
that the water trip would be aband­ 
oned and that Mr. Harding would re­ 
turn by train without any stops for 
speeches or receptions. Other mem­ 
bers were of the opinion that after 
he regains his strength a sea 
trip 
■ will be needed to put him on his 
feet again. 
The president’s sick room is on 
the eighth floor of 
the downtown 
hotel to which he went upon his ar­ 
rival here early 
yesterday 
after 
abandonment of the trip to the Yose­ 
mite. 
Every effort has been made 
to give him as much quiet as possi­ 
ble, and early this morning orders 
were given to let no 
one except 
* members of the presidential 
party 
on the eighth floor. 
Mr. 
Sawyer 
was in attendance upon the presi­ 
dent or close at hand all last night, 
assisted by Lieutenant Commander 
Joel T. Boone, a naval surgeon, who 
since Mrs. Harding’s illness last fall, 
has been assistant White House phy­ 
sician. 
General 
Sawyer 
promised 
last 
night that bulletins giving the presi­ 
dent’s condition would be issued 
regularly for Xhe information of the 
public and some time today, possibly 
after another meeting of the phy­ 
sicians, a bulletin is expected cm* 
* taining a diagnosis of the presi­ 
dent’s case. 
The real cause of the executive’s 
Illness as explained yesterday by 
Dr. Sawyer, lies in some crabs he 
ate aboard the naval transport Hen­ 
derson just before reaching Van­ 
couver. 
These crabs in the opinion 
of Dr. Sawyer were “copper taint­ 
ed,” or like seafood taken from 
several small areas 
of 
Alaskan 
waters, 
had 
become 
impregnated 
with copper from the deposits of 
that mineral along the coast lin.-s. 
Eating these crabs gave the presi­ 
dent a touch of ptomaine poisoning 
'rpm w’hich he seemed to be recov­ 
ering until his visit to Seattle last 
Friday. 
The exertion caused by the 
strenuous program he followed there 
aggravated the poisoning and the 
disorder became more serious than 
before. 
The heat such as the presidential 
train experienced through Southern 
Oregon and Northern California also 
worked to hinder his recovery.

riving here yesterday morning walk­

Heinriths, 35 years old, an automo­ 
bile pump salesman, died today from 
injuries suffered yesterday evening 
when he walked into ‘the revolving 
propeller 
of an 
airplane he had 
alighted from at the St. Louis flying 
field. He was a son of the late C. E. 
Heinrichs, former mayor of Jefferson 
City, and is survived by a brother, 
Charles, of Jefferson City, and a sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Agnes Bush of Washington, 
Mo. 
Heinrichs had been riding in the 
airplane with Robert Laughlin, and 
after alighting from it walked direct­ 
ly into the propeller, witnesses said. 
Relatives said Heinrich’s vision was 
poor, and he apparently thought he 
would clear it. 
Mr. Laughlin described the acci­ 
dent as follows: 
“Heinrichs was greatly interested 
in airplanes, being a frequent visitor 
at the flying field, especially on Sun­ 
days when many planes were out. He 
would give voluntary assistance with 
the engines, in adjusting the wires 
and in other ways, and had received 
numerous rides in consequence. 
“Yesterday he went up with me 
about 6 o’clock, and we flew around 
at about 2,500 feet. 
When we de­ 
scended he got out of the front cock­ 
pit, his back being to the propeller as 
he stepped on the wing to get down. I 
was ‘idling’ the engine with the pro­ 
peller making 200 or 300 revolutions 
a minute as Heinrichs was going to 
hold the end of one wing to aid me 
in turning, so that I could taxi to the 
stakes, where I was to tie up the 
ship for the night.

30.— 
With an enrollment far in excess of 
the capacity of Its classrooms at 
the Southwest Missouri State Teach­ 
ers College classes are being held on 
the campus in order to accomodate 
the students. 
There are 3.000 stu­ 
dents enrolled in 253 classes. 
While a $550,000 building program 
is now being carried on, the present 
facilities consist of the classrooms 
in the original three story" structure 
in which the school was established. 
From 7:30 in the morning until 4:20 
in the afternoon, the period of class­ 
es, the campus is a scene of jam and 
bustle as the great number of stu­ 
dents go to and from classes in their 
crowded school. 
Just outside of the 
building a temporary frame structure 
has been erected in which domestic 
science 
classes 
are 
being 
held. 
Glasses are also held in the power 
house and every other available spot 
on the campus. 
Upon completion of the new build­ 
ings under 
construction 
sufficient 
additional space will be supplied to 
properly care for the enrollment in 
future years. 
To the right of Aca­ 
demic Hall workmen are busy upon 
a $.300,000 Education Hall which will 
be completed about January. 
In a 
short time, to the left of Academic 
Hall excavation will be started on a 
Science 
Building to cost 
$250,000. 
The money for the erection of these 
two much needed buildings was ap­ 
propriated by the state legislature. 
Established in 1006 with an en­ 
rollment of 546 the school has steadi­ 
ly increased until it- now has the 
largest 
enrollment 
of any of the 
State Teachers Colleges. 
Started by 
J. A. Taylor as a private institution 
in a rented building on Pickwick 
street, in 1906 it was taken over by 
the state. 
During the first regular 
school year there were 1,087 students 
enrolled while in the regular school 
year of 1921-22 there were .3,930 and 
the present school year will exceed 
last year by approximately 600 stu­ 
dents. During its period of existence 
the school has confered degrees upon 
more than 30,000 students and has 
increased its faculty from twelve 
professors and instructors to 116. 
Under the present conditions at 
the school the classrooms are over 
crowded, one way traffic has been 
established for the stairways in or­ 
der to eliminate jams of students 
going between classes, and the audi­ 
torium has been converted into a 
study hall in order to accomodate the 
students.

BERLIN, 
July 
30.—Anti Fascist 
Day, with which the German 
com­ 
munists have 
threatened to 
over­ 
throw the Cuno government and in­ 
cidentally wipe out the bourgeoisie, 
revealed itself as a Bolshevig hoax 
of the familiar type, 
notwithstand­ 
ing the fact it proved to be one of 
tho chief 
elements of 
aggravation 
in the preturbed economic and po­ 
litical situation during the last week. 
The 
demonstrations 
in 
greater 
Berlin and at other points simmered 
down to 
Indoor 
meetings, 
distin 
guished by lurid oratory rather than 
heavy attendances. 
In Leipsic, Dresden and in Thur- 
ingian points, where open air dem­ 
onstrations were permitted, the com­ 
munists were able to 
muster 
only 
restricted portions c?f their following 
and nowhere the parades or public 
meetings called for police interven­ 
tion. 
Much criticism had been leveled 
against the 
Cuno 
govrnment for 
permitting the "reds" to wage a cam­ 
paign of unusual

growing out of the money and food 
situations.

That the Reds were able to recruit 
only a small portion of their follow­ 
ing today was due largely to the veto 
placed upon their agitation by the 
United socialists and the labor feder­ 
ation leaders. 
Berlin food difficulties are receiv­ 
ing the attention of the federal food 
controller, who is in touch with the 
league of agriculture with the pur­ 
pose of obtaining increased deliver- 
iesand improved methods of distribu­ 
tion. 
Imperfect organization in connee 
tion with the allotment of consign­ 
ments of cattle, potatoes and dairy 
products are blamed for much of the 
iood shortage in the markets of the 
big cities.
